DX News and Notes, November 2012........ 

It is certainly a great time to be chasing the rare ones. The bands have been alive with DX stations 
as well as DX-peditions and we are just at the beginning of the DX season. Normally, falling leaves 
give me the shivers as | know cold and snow soon follow. However, I’ve got the electric heater (also 
called a linear amp) ready in the shack and I’m sure looking forward to the winter months ahead as it 
looks like it is going to be a great time for DX. Lots of DX-peditions are in the planning stages and 
the peak of the current solar cycle may be just around the corner. Despite the temptation to spend 
my time on the higher frequency bands, | am_ planning to concentrate on the 80M band this winter. 
My want list for that band is greater than the 10M, 15M, and 20M bands combined and | want to 
whittle that list down a long way.!|n just the last couple of weeks there has been a tremendous in- 
crease on DX activity. Arlyce and | have been spending more time in the radio room and the time 
has been well spent. 


In just the past few days she has snagged such rare ones as T6LG in Afghanistan, XX9TYT in Ma- 
cao, 3B9SP on Rodriguez, RI1FJ in Franz Joseph Land and AHO/NOAT in the Northern Marianas. 
All of these were on 12M and 17M bands. You should be checking the higher bands every day as 
finally 10M is also showing good signs of life as it has often been open into the early evening hours. 
This often despite the propagation forecasts showing poor conditions up there. 


With the end of the year in site you should be thinking about your annual DXCC update if you have- 
n't done an endorsement submission lately. This will keep your totals up to date for the annual 
DXCC listings in the DX Yearbook which will come out early next year. Also this is the time of the 
year to address any last minute antenna issues and to do that annual inspection of coaxial lines, 
ground rod connections, guy cables and, oh yes, antennas. The middle of January is not the time to 
have loose wires or aluminum flapping in the breeze. 


You may be reading this at about the time of the CQWW DX Phone Test so | will include some infor- 
mation about stations to look for in the Test as well as planned activity for November and beyond.

VP2M — Montserrat. Look for VP2MYL and VP2MGZ from November 5 to 20. Look for these two calls on all 
bands 80M — 6M using SSB and various digital modes. QSL to DL7AFS.
